Beginning with 
the 'book "Tarr" he described how it 
treajfced^ of the limitations of a f -.ther 
who,V'thoHgh,; h-- had greai ambition, 
was i*6V -doomed 'to disappointment, by 
his own inability to achieve tlie heights 
which "he- visualized. 

The two other novels treated in the 
lecture were "Poor "V'llte" and "Dark 
Laughter",, which 'conce-n respecl^f^^ 
lytH^as^^Frofessor Files explained, thia 
'stniggle of a man' who, handicapped 
by heredity, yet strove after the Ideals 
which had , been denied him by the 
drunkenness of his.fdthcr; and thé, 
stoi-y of two lovers who come up 
against the social coUe by the rash' 
step of elopement. . 
. The.iattef part of t'l- lecture was 
concerned wltli the short stories 
whlch. In Professor Files opinion, wen 
the ', best ■.■work of Anderson. Tl{iit(^ 
were Uwo Mrles ' of these tales writ-.' 
ten' by. Ahdersoh, "Wlneberg'-', and 
"The. Triumph of the egg", and were 
the most pe-Ccct examples of his de-., 
slro to tell a. few tales. delicately: they 
were in nature .portraits or Belle-let- 
tres,: and constituted a major portion 
of the novelist's phiio.ophy. 

In .''conclusion. Professor Flies -'des- 
cribed "the Influence that Gertrude 
Stein's sense, of rhythm a\id the paint- 
ings' of Felix Rusisman had had on 
SherSvood Anderson,' and pointed out:

« FILMS GIVE CURRENT 

Surfaces Of lUetals Emit 
Electrons Under Influence . 
Of Light 

Although there are, numerous ap- 
plications of tho photo-electric cell 
in talltlng pictures and television, 
there has not yet been found a the- 
oretical .explanation for many of Its 
properties, according* to Dr. Georges 
Dejardlns, Professor of Pliyslcs, ' at 
the University of Lyons, who addres- 
S3d the Physics, Colloquium, yester- 
day aflcrnôon. Despite the large body 
of experimental results of recent 
years, our present theories seem 
spoculotivo at the best, he stated. 

Singularities obsen-ed In tho flow 
of electrons from tho eurfaces of 
some -metals whenT they are exposed 
to light, and which ooristltiite the 
«élective photo-electric effect, have so 
far not been explained by quantum 
mechanics, although the latter great- 
ly clarlflea the - elcperimental results 
of the last century.- The variations 
have been found to vary with the 
wave length of the light concerned 
and to bè greatest for short' wave 
lengths. They . have also been found 
to take on" defliilte values for differ- 
ent thloltriesses of metjil film. Fur!- 
therïnore, many of the . off ects seem 
•to depend upon' the nature of the 
metal upon which' the film of alkali 
metal is deposited. 

Structura is Cause 
The main conclusion, which can bo 
drawn from this dàt^, ; Dr. Dejatdln 
believes is that ihe seleetlvo effect Is 
bound up ■vvith\ the structure-' of a

SPOKE AT Y.M.H.A. 

Change Of Mental Attitude 
Characterizes Survivors Of 
Great Struggle 

"The main result of the war was 

, ■ 

the .end of Imperialism In Europe" 
sUted Col. "Wilfred Bovoy, head of 
the Department of Extra-mural Re- 
lations in. the course of an address 
at the Y.M.H.A. last night. Col. 
Bovey had as his topic, "The War 
Years." 

Despite a great deal of propagan- 
da to the contrary AVhich has been 
circulated recently, the speaker stat- 
ed that tho rulers of Germany were 
truly responsible for the war. It 
proved to be more a moral tha nàîË 
physical struggle, and In the.^émBf 
Germany ma/ be said to have de-~ 
feated herself. 

From the eaa-llest' days^ of the 
German Empire, (3erman .philosophy 
centred on the Idea of a race of 
supermen who wore destined to rule 
tho earth. Too easily did the idea 
seize the rujers of Germany " that it 
was they who were destined to play 
thIa Tole. . "Germany must fulfil her 
destiny." 

Spread Propaganda. 

It was necessary to imbue the 
middle class with this ideal, and 
with -this end In * view, • propaganda 
was oiroulated ;to ;the effecyijtfeat; 
Prance -and England >yere only^atlt'* 
ing for an opportunity to attack 
Germany. The latter started build- 
ing up jher armaments and all other 
European ,|£WntrlM - followed suit. 
Proposals ^^^^jBSKuBi; reduction of 
armaments wSftl,«!treated contemptu- 
ously by Germany while her Hohen- 
aollern Emperor shook hia "mailed 
^afcj^ie vhrtpieBa .^orld. 

.Bltuatlon 

was' ripe for ■war. , Austria wanted 
an excuse to seize Serbia; Roumania 
and Bulgaria wcire mutually hostile; 
Germany stlll he\d Alsace and Lor- 
raine; Russia strained' toward 'Con- 
stantinople and all the powers lo.ok- 
éd greedily . towards the, bll-f ields of 

Mesopotamia, ■' ' -. '•■.■." 

. First Plan. ' ' ". 
Germany's first plan was for a gl- 
gantio empire . . comprising, Austria, 
the southern Slav states and Tur- 
key; andÀ with this /end In view she 
completed the Bagdad' railway and 
Ingratiated horaolf with Tùrkoy. At 
the same time she formed an en- 
tente with Italy. 

. In Instinctlvo self defense, Eng- 
land and France arrived • at an un- 
written understanding and. Russia 
arid France became allies. 

In 1914 war, broke out and Serbia, 
Aiiptrio, Russia Germany, and Prance 
wwe y Immediately involved.
